CHAPTER XIV 

T!io lutlian mLca occupied llic fer¬ 
tile itilerra’.ts on all the jirittcijial 
rivers of Maine, from a remole period. 
Tie lands pave indications of Laving 
been cleared for ccnlnrics. 

As early* as 130-1 claims were made 
to this part of the world Ly the En- 
glish and French governments, and in 
1533 Cartier eaplured the St. Law¬ 
rence si far aa to the principal 
Indian settlement at Hochclaga, 
now Montreal, which, says Roger in 
bia recent History of Canada, was 
ever a first class city and their cbief 
emporium in C'mada. From this 
date may be reckoned that influence 
which the French exerted, and which 
is felt to this day, over the Indian 
tribes of Maine, and Canada. 

Bat little is known of their history 
till about the year I til 7, when a plague 
; broke out and swept off a large portion 
of the Indiana in X. England. Of 1 
the nature of that disease historians 
are not agreed. Powerful tribes were 
nearly depopulated. 

It was in consequence of this fact 
( tbat an important reason was present¬ 
ed to the English Monarch by the 
Plymouth Company, that the country 
was nearly depopulated by a pesti¬ 
lence, and offered no hindrance to a 
settlement Amid all the changes of 


government I am not aware that the 
Indians ever surrendered their right 
to the sources of the Androscoggio. 

The first tribe which we shall par¬ 
ticularly notice is that of the Pcniii- 
cooks, who occupied the Mcrrimac 
'River in X Hampshire, and wh ■ 
exerted a powerful influence among 
the sarrnanding tribes. This tribe 
seems to have migrated from southern 
N England as they spoke the same 
language wilh those of that region. 

They were under the control of 
the Sagamore Passaconnaway who was 
first known to the Etigli*h in l»j'2fl 
and with their power seemed to rise 
and fall for a hundred years, fur he 
was supposed to be 120 years oi l 
when lie died. 

The wurJ PciMiaeook is derived 
from Ptuniiifiii, crooked, auJoo/r. a 
place, in consequence of the crookttl 
manner in which the Mcrrimac wind* 
through the town of Concord one of 
their chief Settlements. 

Paring the life of I’asMCOttnawav all 
the tribe* cast of the Mcrrimac as far 
as to the AnieriaCoggin. were triLutarr 
lo the Petinacookv 

Among these were the Cuosticks. 
from Cttoash, pines, settled in Coos 
Country nt the sources of the Con¬ 
necticut. i 

Those tribes in the interior were 1 
called by thofc on the sea-sin to. * 
-Y ijtiiiHeks, or fresh water Indians, i 
from -V iii. still water, sr.d/ im/v. place. « 
but retained the general name of Pen- i 
nacouLs. 

The Coos C. nr.try extending frum 1 
Haverhill to the sources of the C«*n- 1 
licclicut River was occupied by a : 
hand of Pttiuacooks, attracted there 1 
by its hunting and fi>hing grounds 1 
and who kept a kind of armed pjssci- 
sion of that country fur the protection i 
and relief of the frequent parties. 1 
which were passing and repassing ’ 
from the various points up*>» the 1 
Mcrrimac to the* Arefagunlacoul; ( 
Indian? upon the river St. Lawrence, 
a tribe with whom they lived on the 1 
most friendly terms. 

A branch of Peuuacooks removed ( 
to the Androscoggin River near ltam- 
ford Falls, who gave the name of ( 
Pt-nuacuuk to this place. The Pen- | 
nacouks were known as distinct from 
the other Indians on the river,though ( 
they appear to have lived on the most ^ 
friendly terms with them. They 
went to have remained longer on the 

I 

river than the other Imliaus, as they ^ 
were known to the earliest settlers of 
Bethel alter the Revolutionary war. 1 
Aa the intimacy between the Coosucks - 
and the Anasagunlicooks was very 
great, they passed through Bethel J 
on their journeys to each other. 
One of their camping grounds was 
in Bethel and is now known a9 
Powow Point, situated down the 
river ahaut a mile from tlig Depot ^ 
at Bethel IIill. Here a spot of lacd ^ 
was cleared where many a coancil was ^ 
held. What a history that spot might 
reveal! No mortal knows what nights- 
of anguish may have been spent there | 
by captives on their way to Canada. 

The Pennacooks were a semi-agri¬ 
cultural tribe and it is a noticeable' 
fact, that where they engaged in agri-1 
calture, there they became more cIt- . 
ilized. 

Passaconnaway was alive in IG63, 
and at the head of his tribe, bnt died 
prior to 1669. 

lie had one son, Xanamacomuck, 
who was inimical to the English and 
removed to Amariscoggin in Maine, 
sometime after 1G48. 

Probably no more powerful tribe 
of Indians lived at that time east of 
the Mohawks. 

The Pennacooks gradually dimin- 
iehed in number until the remnant' 


removed to Canada sometime during 
the last century. 

The Pennacooks in commou with 
neighboring tribes had the greatest 
veneration for AntocochnoL, the In¬ 
dian name of the White Mountains. 
T here is a curious tradition, preserv¬ 
ed in Jossolvn’s X. England, of the 
veneration of the Indians fur the 
summits of these mountains. 

They considered them the dwelling 
places of invisible beings, and never 
ventured lo ascend then). They had 
also a tradition, that the whole countrv 
was once drowned with all its inhab¬ 
itants, except one Indian wilh liis 
wife, who. foreseeing lb** flood, fled to 
these mountains, were preserved, and 
afterwards »the country. 

A COLLECTION SERMON. 

Henry M aid Beecher, sometimes 
talks pretty plainly to liis congrega¬ 
tion.

For more than a year, I've seen our 
plate collect ions grow meaner ami 
iueam*r. I didn't want to face you 
with such things as 1 have got to say- 
to-day. and I put it off as long as 1 
could. Now 1 shall speak plainly, 
•nice for all, l»«.t Laving the face 
to bring the mailer up again. This 
debt has got to be paid. uiiJ will you 
meet it liuuorahiy, and pay it like 
men, or wilt you let it drip, drip, out 
of you reluctautly. a few dollars oi a 
time ? You cau take your choice 
I am not going to try to drill money 
out uf you, as I would drill stones. 
Our lecture room holds abont three 
hundred people, and we collect from 
thirty to eighty dollars there every 
time wc pass the plate. Our best 
Christians attend the weekly meet 
ings, and they are always the most 
generous. In this congregation, that 
numbers over three thousand, wc don't 
average anrcr/if. prr haul in our col¬ 
lections. While there are. thank God, j 
many of the poor among us who can -1 
not give him a shilling without mak- | 
iug n difference in all there arrange 
merits for a whole week, there arc 
hundreds of men here who ought to 
be ashamed ercr to give any thing 
but gold, or at least a bill. And 
they are asLamcd to do it. Don't 
they, when tbo plnte approaches, and 
they have put their imgers in their 
pockets and selected a quarter—the 
smoothest they can find—use admira¬ 
ble tact and skill in conreying it to the 
plate, eo that lo one will sec what, 
they give? Pious souls! they don’t I 
allow their left band to know what 
their right band doeth. If they have j 
two bills, one good and odo broken, I 
they will give the broken one to the 
Lord. The amount of meaDDegs 
among respectable people is appalling. 
One needs to take a solar microscope, 
in order to see some men. I‘i% will¬ 
ing to givo my share, to do whatever 
the trustees desire; I shall say no
